NEW MEXICO. 
INDIAN DEPREDATIONS. 


The New York World’s correspondent, 
writing from Barclay's Fort, New Mexico, 
suys:— 

“The Kiowas and Camanches are said 
to have killed two citizens on the Pecos 
river. ‘They surrounded Mr. Gidding’s 
ranche, at the Agua Negra, and kept his 
people shut up three cays, but, owing to 
the strength of the place, feared to at- 
tack it.“ 

“The troops intended to operate against 
the Camauches and Cayugas are concen- 
trated at Mr. Hatch’s rauche. The In- 
dians are encamped: in great strength 
within one or two days’ travel of that 
place, and defy them. Mexican traders 
pass backward and forward daily between 
the settlements and the Indian camp, 
within sight of the troops, and no ef- 
forts are made to prevent it. Colonel 
Fauntleroy's attention is too deeply en- 
grossed by the billiard table to leave 
Santa Fe. A short time since be 
thought he could be spared long enough 
to go to Mr. Iatch's ranche, and actually 
succeeded in reaching Auton Clico ( with- 
in 12 miles of that place), where he 
passed the night. Next morning he was 
splurgiug about there, declaring as usual 
that the reports of Indian depredations 
were a humbug, and that there wasn’t an 
Indian anywhere about, when he was re- 
quested by Mr. Stewart, at whose house 
he was, to turn his eyes to the window. 
He did so, and there stood five red, live 
Camanches gazing at him through the 
window, with looks intent.” 

“The Colonel was so much moved by the 
sight that he made his way back to Santa 
Fe, without reaching Hatch’s ranche. 

“It is said that Mr. Hatch’s ranche has 
been rented at $1,500 — year for the 
term of three years, with the privilege of 
baying at the expiration of that period.

DISCOVERY OF A NEW MINING REGION, 


Great discoveries of rich diggings have 
been made in the Okanagan and Ques- 
nelle countries. 

About $45,000 in gold dust came down 
on the Hunt,“ of which Jeffrey’s Express 
had $7000; Ballou’s $25,000 and iu pri- 
vate hands $13,000. 

Several miners came down on the 
„Haut,“ bound for their homes in the 
East. They have succeeded in making 
piles during their stay in British Colum- 
bia, aud are going home to settle. 

The average yield of Messrs. Eastbrook 
and Holton's claim, for the past three 
months has been $320 per week, to five 
men. Theclaim paid as high as $35 per 
day tothe hand. They sold their inte- 
rest for $740 to each. The Flat is seven 
and a half acres in extent, and is held un- 
der a lease from the Governor. 

Ensley’s and Paul's Flats, a few miles 
abore Boston Bar, are paying well to 
sluices and rockers. The best and most 
lasting diggings, from all accounts, are 
between the head of the Big Canon and 
twenty-five miles above Lytton City. 
Miners gencrally are represented as doing 
first rate. 

Flour at Lytton is worth $37 per bar- 
rel; rice, 28 to 30 cents; sugar, 35 to 
40 cents; bacon, 38 cents; syrup,$3 « gal- 
lon. Packing from Yale to Lytton is 15 
to 17 cents per pound. Mules are selling 
at $200 to $250 each. 


HORRIBLE ATROCITIES. 


Information was taken to Victoria, 
July 18tb, that the Fort Rupert Indians, 
who left there on the previous Saturday, 
on their way home, had murdered or tak- 
en prisoner every Cowichan Indian they 
came across on their way up. In nearly 
every case they disemboweled or other- 
wise disfigured their victims. Eight 
Cowichans are said to have been thus 
murdered. These atrocities are said to 
have been committed in revenge for the 
murder of the Fort Rupert chief, about 
a week since, by a Songish. 

FOURTH OF JULY CELEBRATION, 


The American residents at Victoria 
celebrated the Fourth of July with be- 
coming spirit. All of the American 
business houses were closed, and the engine 
and hook and ladder houses, the express 
office, the shipping, and many stores aud 
dwellings hoisted the stars and stripes. 
The explosion of numerous packages of 
fire crackers resounded through the 
streets, and the representatives of Young 
America were not slow in taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity to display their 
patriotism. A salute of thirty-three guns 
was fired at 12 o’clock and another at 
sundown. The races commenced about 
one o’elock, and were kept up until about 
half-past three o’clock with a spirit which 
has been rarely witnessed on any similar 
occasion since the settlement of the 
colony. In the evening a dinner was 
given at the Colonial Hotel, in which 
quite a large number of American geutle- 
men, with several invited guests, partici-
